H IS W IFE TA K E S BACK TRACKS. 


S h e C la im s th e T ro u b le in th e L a st 
T e r rib le F iffb t W as A ll 
H e r F a u lt. 


F ran k Toal h a s been before th e court* 
for beating hie wife probably ae often as 
b e hae fingere and toee. 
R ow a fter row 
has taken place betw een th em for years, 
and alw ays w hen th e row is over and a 
trial com es, th e wom an w eakens and 
gives as little 
testim ony as possible 
against h er abuser. 
Toal is a big, burly 
b lack sm ith , w hose face w ould condem n 
him before any intelligent body of m en. 
Mrs. Toal is not angelic in h e r appear­ 
ance. 
W hen th e tria l w as called yesterday 
m orning it took until n early noon to get 
a ju ry . 
A t len g th , how ever, the follow­ 
ing was im p a n n e lle d : 
M. D. H alladay, 
C . K . Ingersoll, L. M . W hitson, W illiam 
B ehm , J . R . D enney, E . F . C harnock, F. 
F . Fine, E lm er Dilley, A. V alla, L. Po- 
laeki, A. J. Brooks and J . W . Goodwin. 
The first w itness placed on th e stand 
was th e wife whom Toal had po terribly 
cn t in a drunken fit of m adness. 
8hc 
wore a thick veil over h er face to conceal 
th e scars of th e cutting. 
Ar th e tim e of 
the affray M rs. Toal related how her h u s­ 
band cam e hom e d ru n k . 
It was on ttit, 
evening of th e 10*h of last April. 
For 
some slight cause be rushed upon her 
and began fceatjDg h er terrifically.

ran from the house into th e street, and 
h e followed h e r. 
H e knocked her down 
and cut her in th e face and in th e side, 
swore at her, and th reaten ed to kill her.

ing m ade savage onslaughts ou Toal 
w hen “ u n d er the influence.’’ 
H e h a i 
cn t off her tap because sh e had im bibed 
so freely th a t she undertook to m anifest 
h er wifely affection by attacking him 
w ith an ax. 
T hey have been m arried 
sixteen years and have four children. 
T he next w itness put on was Frank 
Toal, J r., th e eldest offspring of this 
m arriage w hich th e m ost devout of re 
ligionists, nor the m ost sentim ental of 
Juliets will hardly claim to have been 
concocted in heaven. 
F ra n k ’s story on 
th is occasion is as divergent from that 
told before, as his m o th er’s varied from 
her first n arrative.

W hite et al., 
asking th at the nam e of F rien d street be 
changed to M ontague street, be granted 
T h at th e Ci y E ngineer be instructed 
to nm ke a m ap show ing th e property on 
th e line ot th e proposed boulevard along 
Griffin avenue. 
T h at a m ap show ing th e lines of N inth 
street betw een Olive and Pearl be m ade 
official, and th e Street S uperintendent be 
instructed to put curbs in betw een G rand 
avenue and Olive street.

Y esterday a H e r a l d re porter visited the 
office of th e Los Angeles Ice an d Cold 
Storage Com pany, on M esquit street, 
near th e river, and the m anager of th at 
institution said th at it was true th a t all 
of the hog product in th e shape of bam , 
lard, bacou and sides used in Los A nge­ 
les is im ported from th e E ast, an d all 
th at was im ported cam e through the 
storage w arehouse. 
A fter figuring for a few m inutes he 
said th a t th ere napped through th e com­ 
p any’s h an d s 750,000 pounds cf E astern 
hog product, 
valued at $78,000, each 
m onth. 
O n th is the freight charges 
were tw o cents per pound, or double the 
im port duty into C anuda. 
C alifornia is 
therefore in th e relation cf a foreign 
country as regards supplies from the 
E ast. 
During the m onth of J u do he had 
paid freight bills am ouotiog to $10,000 to 
one railroad comp m y, and, as a m atter 
of course, th is am ount had to be added to 
the prices of th e product. 
T he hog pro­ 
duct was not th e only one o btained from 
the E ast. 
H e knew of tour carloads of 
cheese w hich were im ported each m onth, 
and w hy? 
Ju st because none is m anu­ 
factured here

D istrict A ttorney H ardesty 
appeared before Ju stic e 11. C. A ustin 
and a jury y esterd ay for trial upon a 
charge of d istu rb in g th e peace on the 
26th of Ju n e last, preferred by G . L. 
S tearns. 
A good deal of in terest was 
cen tered in th e case, owing to th e fact 
(h at th e offense w as alleged to have 
taken place in th e D istrict A ttorney’s 
office, as the outcom e of a dispute which 
took place betw een th e parties over the 
prosecution of a case in w hich S tearns’ 
son w as the co m p la in a n t; an d quite a 
n um ber of m em lie rs of th e bar were 
am ong the spectators. 
T he first two 
hours of tue m orning were consum ed in 
th e selection of a ju ry , and it was fully 
11 o ’clock before th e com plaining wit­ 
ness took the stan d . 
Mr. Stearns stated th at, on th e m orn­ 
ing in question, he called at th e District 
A ttorney’s office aud asked M r. H ardesty 
why he had not piosecuted a case iu 
Ju stice Lockwood’s court on th e 25th of 
Juue. 
H ardesty im m ediately walked 
over to Mr. K elly a u d said th at Mr. 
S .earn s w auted to m ake a com plaint 
about a crim inal case, and m ade some 
rem arks about people "k ic k in g " when 
they lost cases. 
A fter some m ore words 
w itness contradicted H ard esty ’s state­ 
m ent, who th reaten ed to knock his teeth 
dow n his th ro at if it w asu't for his gray 
hairs, and shook h is list in h is face. 
At 
Mr. K elly’s instigation H ardesty w ent to 
his room and sat dow n, w hile w ituess 
w ent over to M ajor Donnell and spoke to 
him about th e treatm en t he had ju st re­ 
ceived at H a rd e sty ’s bauds. 
W itness 
called Frank Kelly over to w here h e sat 
aud H ardesty followed him , an d calling 
the witness “ a gray headed old scoun­ 
d rel," said he h ad been tryiDg to extort 
m oney from an innocent m an. 
Stearns 
retorted warm ly : “ Y o u ’re a lia r," three 
tim es, aud H ard esty m ade use of fur­ 
ther threats a n d w alked away m uttering 
an opprobrious e p ith et. 
T oe witness w as cross-exam ined until 
12:30 o ’clock, w hen th e C ourt ord ered a 
recess until 2 o ’clock. 
U pon resum ing 
Stearns again took 
the stand, and was vigorously cross e x ­ 
am ined for som e tw en ty m inutes, when 
Mr. Peyton asked him som e questions 
about the crim inal action w hich led to 
the dispute ; and th e witness was ques­ 
tioned by th e respective attorneys until 
th e C ourt interposed. 
M ajor J. A. D onnell, th e A ssistant 
D istrict A ttorney, w as th e n e x t w itness 
called 
and h e corroborated S tearn s’ 
statem ents about th e dispute, w hich he 
heard from h is B eat in the adjoining 
room in the office. 
H e was not cross­ 
exam ined. 
T he prosecution h ere rested ita c a se ; 
whereupon M r. G age asked th e C ourt to 
direct the ju ry to acq u it th e defendant 
on th e grounds th a t no loud and abusive 
language had beeu proven iu th e pres­ 
ence of a wom an, as alleged in th e com ­ 
plaint ; and also because th ere w as no 
evidence at all to show th at th ere was 
any malicious disturbance of th e peace 
on th e part of the defendant. 
T he Court, how ever, denied th e re ­ 
quest on the ground th at the C ourt had 
no rig h t to do so, as it was n o t a court of 
record. 
T he case for th e defense was then 
opened by th e exam ination of M rs. A. 
Dobbins. th e stenographer and ty p e ­ 
w riter of to e D istrict A ttorney’s office. 
The w itness stated th a t as sh e rem aiued 
in M r. K elly’s private office iu the rear, 
she could not h ear all th at passed in tlie 
front room, b u t M r. Stearns was th e only 
one w ho spoke in loud tones, and be ap 
(•eared to be th e aggressor.

another lady in th e sam e room she occu­ 
pied, but she was fu rth er aw ay still. 
D istrict A ttorney F. F. Kelly recited 
the whole story from beginning to end, 
hut was frequently interrupted by the 
objections of the prosecuting attorney. 
Upon cross-exam ination 
lie adm itted 
having asked Ju stic e Savage to dism iss 
the case oefore it was transferred to 
Justice Austin, b u t oxplaiued th at he did 
so because he considered S tearns to be 
the aggressor. 
T he defense then rested, 
and Judge F itzgerald offered to subm it 
th e case to th e ju ry w ithout argum ent; 
but, as Mr. P eyton objected, ne an d the 
Ju d g e placed the case briefly before the 
jury, which retired for deliberation at 
about 4 o’clock. 
A t 5:15 o ’clock the 
jurym en returned into court and an ­ 
nounced th eir inab ility to agree, an d , as 
they stood six to six , th e attorneys agreed 
to th eir discharge. 
T he case w as reset for trial at 9 o ’olock 
this m orning.

is worth m ore than th e fertaliziu g m ater­ 
ial obtained, though both are valuable, 
while th e E a stern citie s h av e no use for 
th eir w a s h w ater.

Mr. Abbot K inney , of S a n ta M onica, 
coincided with Dr. W idney, aB a property-

in Los A ngeles. 
H e said the 
citizen s of San ta M onica were very m uch 
alarm ed about th e deposit of sew age on 
the beach, and should th e sower be con­ 
structed by th is route, S a n ta M onica will 
su rely have u cause for dam ages. 
C ity E ng ineer E a to n sa id , in reply to 
th e statem en ts of D r. W idney and Mr. 
K in n ey , th a t h e was in favor of a sewer 
farm , if such a th in g w ere practicable.

holders on the line of th e sew er for m ore 
w ater than could be fu rnished . 
There 
would be little or no th in g reach San ta 
M onica, and th e w ater issuing from the 
sew er w ill be strained , and will very m uch 
resem ble zanja w ater. E v e n should a ll of 
the m at e r he discharged d irectly into the 
ocean, th e discoloration therefrom would 
not exten d a m ile in e ith e r direction. 
T h e right of way had been secured and 
th e city is prepared to im m ed iately begin 
operations. 
Dr. W idney again said th a t he thought 
the outfall sew er u n necessary. T he pipes 
in th e center of th e city could be repaired 
and th e outlet rem ain w h ere it now is. 
M r. Eaton did not w aut a paiched-up 
sew er, and he did not th in k the citizens 
wanted one eith e r. 
H e said th a t it was

M r. M artz, one of th e stockhold ers of 
the South Side Irrigatio n C om pany, e x ­ 
pressed him self a-* being stongly in favor 
of the outfall sew er 
and th e Ballona 
route. 
T h e sew age 
could be used for 
irrigating and 
fertilizing 
during 
the 
sum m er m onths, and th e outfall would 
com e into play in w inter. 
H e said the 
South 
Side C om pany 
would willingly 
pay $1,000 a year to hav e th e sew age taken 
care of during th e rainy season, and 
during th e su m m er m o n th s th e city 
could have a revenue of $25,000 by sell­ 
ing th e sew age to parties along the route. 
T h e B allona route is th e ch eap est and th e 
m ost d irect, being eig ht m ile s nearer to 
1.08 A ngeles than any o th er yet proposed. 
H e said th a t S a n ta M onica would not be 
dam aged 
by th e sew er, as there are 
m any 
inexpensive m ethod s by w hich 
offensive m atter ca n be deodorized, if 
su ch a thing is necessary. 
A fter m ore 
discussion 
by M essrs. 
H u m phreys, M arsh , R u ssell and E aton, 
C aptain Seam ans offered th e following 
resolu tio n : 
R esolved, T h a t it is th e sense of th is 
m eeting th a t th e ou tfall sew er be co n ­ 
structed in accordance with th e plans 
furnished by th e C ity E n g in eer. 
T h e m otion was car ied. 
M r. K in n ey , on th e part of the Board 
of T rad e of S a n ta M onica, thanked th e 
C ham b er 
for th e opportunity offered 
th em in hearing th is discussion, and on 
m otion th e C h am b er adjourned.
